Group VI, claim(s) 39, drawn to a third method of use, an immunoassay with the 
antibodies of Group IV. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature 
is the gene encoding SCA2; thus the protein encoded by the gene shares the same technical 
feature, as does the first claimed use of the gene. PCT Rules 13.1-13.2 do not allow for multiple 
products or multiple methods of use.
